JUDGE ADVISES APPEAL. 


Says Higher Court Should Decide 
Mrs. Watkins’s Annulment Case. 


In dismissing the application of Mrs, 
Sarah Watkins for the annulment of her 
marriage to Theodore Watkins because 
he promised to have a religious cere- 
mony performed in addition to the civil 
ceremony and then refused to do so. 
Supreme Court Justice Hotchkiss ruled 
yesterday that the ground stated was 
insufficient to justify an. annulment, al- 
though Justices Giegerich and Cohalan 
had ruled to the contrary. Justice Hotch- 
kiss said he held in 1918 that such an 
action would not Be and Justice wa 
sey‘made a similar decision last — 
Brooklyn. He advised that a decision 
by the Appellate Division be obtained 
to settle the question. 

‘ The question has become one of im- 
portance,’’ said Justice Hotchkiss, ** par- 
ticularly in this community, as is shown 
by the number of actions for annulment 
involving identical. question.

“The Secretary of Labor has detailed 
the undersigned to visit the principal 
immigration centres of Buropé for the 
purpose of initiating a study of existing 
conditions affecting emigration to the 
United States. 

“The Secretary is anxious that there 
should be a cessation of the cause of 
hardships resulting, as he states, from 
individuals in Europe or elsewhere 
breaking up their homes, selling their 
belongings and. cxpending the proceeds 
for traasportation to this country, only 
to find on arrival at our ports that they 
are not admissible under our laws and 
must return to their formér abode.

_ BY BUYING PUBLIC 


Many Face Rain and a Big Drop 
in Prices of Men's Cloth- 
ing Begins.

‘PARIS, Nov. 16.—Never, even in the 
holiday months, have the great shops of 
Paris been so deserted as they are just 
now> From morning until. night the

In one of the largest places 20 per 
cent. of the employes ‘have ‘been dis- 
missed. .In another. the proportion is 
even higher.

In spite of Winter weather, shoe sales 
are almost negligible. en women are 
refusing to buy clothes, and men’s tai- 
lors are entirely without work. Without 


exception, every trade, even to the hot} 


chestnut seller at the street corner, com- 
plains that times never were so bad. The 
only places which are working full time 
are a few. tailoring establishments which 
have been bold enough to launch out 
with a great cut in -prices. 

One well-known house in a fashionable 
street which a month ago was asking 
700 francs.for every suit it made began 
a fortnight A 4 to advertise in the win- 
dow suits imited pattern and cut at 
250 franes. Immediately there was a 
queue of men outside on the sidewalk 
waiting to get in. For days the queue 
lasted. until a notice was put up that, the 
stock of cloth being exhausted, the offer 
was withdrawn for a week. Now the 
sale has begun again, and again it is 
impossible to get near the shop because 
of the ee at succéssion of men 
anxious to vp the first cheap suiting 
Paris has h for two ye at is, 
cheap at twice the pre-war price. 

Other houses have. b to imitate 
this example, but so far it is almost en⸗ 
tirely on men’s wear that the downward 
tendencies of prices are shown... Wo- 
men’s stores are still trying fo hold out 
in the hope mas will bring 
back shoppers. The enormous loss 
which they are suffering, which in one 
case amounts to 3,000, franes a week, 
makes it doubtful, however, whether 
the shops can hold out as long as the 
purchasers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The Japa- 
nese population of the three Pacific 
States~California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington—has increased at a slower rate 
since 1910 than it did between 1900 and 
1910, figures announced today by the 
Census Bureau show.
